N. Y. Industry N o m 
Draws Heavily on 
D e le n se Trainees 


Albany. July 
28.—New 
York 
State Industry 
is 
now drawing 
heavily on defense trainees to 
maintain its expansion, according 
to a report for the month of June 
released today by Milton O. Loy- 
sen. Executive Director of the New 
York State Division of Placement 
and Unemployment insurance. 
Highlights of the report follow: 
In the upstate area many commun­ 
ities are finding it difficult to 
maintain an adequate supply. New 
York city, with fewer defense or­ 
ders in proportion to population, 
still has a surplus. 
Reports from practically all up­ 
state areas indicate that employers 
are finding the 
trainees a good 
source of workers. 
The growing 
shortage of labor, however, is cur­ 
tailing the supply of men seeking 
training. 
Rochester, for instance, 
reports 600 vacancies in the train­ 
ing courses for the unemployed 
Buffalo reports 250 enrolled in all 
night classes which can accommo­ 
date 1,100. Other communities are 
having difficulties but 
conditions 
have not yet become acute. 
Recruits 
from 
among 
recent 
high school graduates may be ob­ 
tained 
to 
carry 
the 
program 
through 
the 
summer, 
although 
early indications point to a rapid 
hiring of these students which will 
make them unavailable for pre-em­ 
ployment courses. 
Another possi­ 
bility is training courses to prepare 
women for certain types of skilled 
or semi-skilled work in the defense 
industries. 
This is already being 
tried in Rochester. 
If the situa­ 
tion continues, some pre-employ­ 
ment courses will have to be drop­ 
ped for lack of students. 
Appar­ 
ently additional skilled workers 
will have 
to 
be 
trained 
from 
among those now engaged in un­ 
skilled work. 
The aviation training schools in 
various parts of the state are now 
graduating students in substantial 
numbers. 
Due to 
unanticipated 
delays in 
the expansion 
of the 
Buffalo airplane plants, some stu­ 
dents in the upstate schools were 
disappointed and kept waiting for 
jobs. 
Recently the hirings have 
increased and the trainees should 
be placed rapidly. 
New York City Trainee Problems 
It is believed that the large sup­ 
ply of defense trainees 
in 
New 
York city will be more than ade­ 
quate to satisfy the demand for 
semi-skilled 
production 
workers 
in that area in the near future. 
The number of persons at present 
enrolled in public 
and 
private 
school courses and in N. Y. A, 
work centers is estimated at more 
than 28.000. Some of these are em­ 
ployed, but about 3,500 have com­ 
pleted courses and are seeking jobs 
through the Metal Trades Place­ 
ment Unit of the State Employ­ 
ment Service. An additional 4.500 
will be graduated from the city's 
24 vocational 
high 
schools 
this 
month. 
The lack of demand for defense 
trainees in New York city is in 
part due 
to employers’ 
use 
of 
training on the job. plant training 
programs and up-grading by de­ 
fense employers. 
About 
90 per 
cent of the defense firms visited by 
the Employment Service in New 
York city in May relied on up­ 
grading to counteract labor short­ 
ages. 
Dovetailing of 
the 
supply of 
newly-trained workers 
with 
job 
openings in defense industries has 
proved difficult, and this is appar­ 
ently a major explanation of the 
present surplus of trainees in the 
city. The rate of hiring is affected 
by irregularities in expansion of 
production, the need to await con­ 
struction of new buildings, 
plant 
reorganizations, and by shortages 
of materials. 
The consequent de­ 
lays in hiring are reported not only 
to be disappointing to graduate 
trainees, but to discourage young 
men from enrolling in defense 
training 
courses. 
Nassau 
and 
Suffolk counties, for example, arc 
confronted by an immediate over­ 
supply of graduate trainees and at 
the same time express concern 
over the shortage of new appli­ 
cants for training courses. 
The 
seasonal increase of summer job 
openings for high school graduates 
accentuates the shortage of train- 
ing-course candidates. 
The Port Chester Employment 
Service office, which has at pres­ 
ent a surplus of 
training-course I 
graduates, is negotiating for the 
transfer of these trainees to com­ 
munities 
in 
Connecticut. 
The 
Yonkers office has requested the 
State Clearance Office to explore 
possibilities of placing 
trainees 
outside the state. Yonkers gradu­

According to the State Clear­ 
ance Office of the State Employ­ 
ment Service, the prompt transfer 
of trainees to other defense areas 
w here they are immediately need­ 
ed calls for an extension of the 
present clearance procedure to in­ 
sure orderly operations in the field 
of trainee transfer and to prevent t 
unwarranted bottlenecks or drift- ■ 
ing in the labor market. One prob­ 
lem that needs solution in order; 
to achieve adequate labor clear­ 
ance of newly-trained workers is 
the unwillingness or inability of

to

ance, during a trial period of one 
or two weeks, before employment 
woth compensation begins.

With all due sympathy for the training 
troops now to he held in service, it must tie 
said that those who appealed to Congress 
have been very badly advised. And so have 
thofcc in civil and political life who put them 
up to it. General Marshall, army chief of 
staff and their commander, told the plain 
truth when he said: ‘‘I regard these moves 
as sabotage of the most dangerous sort. We 
cannot have a political dub and call it an 
army.” 
He admits the unpleasantness necessarily 
connected with “the business of soldiering” 
but points out, very truly, that the present 
army administration h a s gone farther than 
was done before to make the troops com­ 
fortable and their lot tolerable. 
Already fast-moving events have under­ 
scored the decision of the government and 
army authorities, to hold in training and 
readiness 
enough 
troops 
to 
insure 
the 
national safety. This is a matter which grows 
steadily more important with the widening 
scope of hostile foreign aetion. 
Even without the Kuroj#>an peril, the Nazi 
revolutionists in South America and the

vided quiet enough Incentive for this country 
to maintain and expand its military strength 
as rapidly as possible. 


PATRIOTIC ADVERTISING 
When Lady Astor recently asked for full 
information on the publicity and public rela­ 
tions activities of the British government, 
facts were p r e s e n t e d which should interest 
Americans. It was reported that various 
government departments had spent, since the 
start of the war, a limit $10,000,000 for news­ 
paper and poster advertising. The largest de­ 
partmental expenditures were in liehalf of 
the National Savings and food campaigns 
and the Ministry of Information. 
It was explained that those expenditures 
did not represent subsidies to newspapers but 
regular advertising directed to purposes as 
specific as any poaco-time sales effort. 
There are many patriots in this country, 
and their number seems to lie increasing, 
who believe that the United States govern­ 
ment ought to follow the British example. 
So far, they point out, it has relied too much 
on free sjiaee in ncnvspa liers and a lot of 
ballyhoo stunts.

Work­ 
men and salesmen were afraid of forced idle­ 
ness. 
The government has promptly undertaken 
to allay this fear. The President, who doubt­ 
less has his eye on the general situation, 
gives assurance that there will still be work 
enough for all. Such is the pressure now for 
production and distribution in countless lines 
of effort that people displaced can be shifted 
quickly to other lines of work for which they 
are fitted. 
Tho adaptability shown in these times of 
forced and rapidly growing production is re­ 
markable. Hundreds of factories long en­ 
gaged in peaceful work have turned to de­ 
fense output almost over night, and their 
workmen likewise. This mechanical genera­ 
tion never knew' it was so flexible.

Other causes 
m entioned are hardening of the ligam ents which 
hold the little ear bones together so that these 
three bones become as one solid bone: the use of 
quinine or salicylates; and inflam m ation of the 
middle e a r —otitis media 
W hen, therefore, dizziness occur* and you have 
not, or have not recently had, a cold, nor eaten 
too m uch rich food, these other ear conditions 
should be rem em bered 
First, w ax should be removed. W ax is usually 
rem oved by putting hydrogen peroxide and w ater, 
equal parts, into the outer ear (som e physicians put 
in olive oil! letting it remain there for four or five 
m inutes. The w ax then can be rem oved by use of 
hot baking soda solution (sodium bicarbonate), a 
teaspoon to a pint of w ater, driven into outer ear 
by m eans of a large powerful syringe. 
As m ost 
hom es do not have a powerful syringe, it is usually 
better to go to your physician or to an ear special­ 
ist to have the w ax removed. O nce or twice a year 
is usually sufficient. 
M any cases of dizziness are due to M eniere's 
disease (dizziness, nausea and vom itin g!. Avoiding 
salty foods such as salt, canned, preserved m eats 
and Ash and others and avoiding or cutting down 
on table salt usually brings relief from symptoms. 
In severe attacks of dizziness, morphine may be 
necessary to stop the attack.

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Two-Way Radios 
Help Simulated 
Artillery Fire 
MOSCOW: Showplace of New Russia and the Old 
Experiments ^ith plashes of Life 
Hillside Plants!

The problem of simulating artil­ 
lery fire, which has always been 
one of the most difficult in maneu­ 
vers, has now been solved by Gen­ 
eral Headquarters 
through 
the 
use of a 
two-way 
police 
type 
radios, the War Department an­ 
nounced today. 
Recent maneuver reports show 
that the marking of artificial ar­ 
tillery fire in war games has been 
improved from 40 per cent to 92 
per cent with this method. 
In 
this way the Army has not only 
cleared 
up one of 
its 
biggest 
maneuver objective 
by 
Lieuten­ 
ant General 
Lesley 
J. 
McNair, 
Chief of Staff of General Head­ 
quarters. 
A total of 240 of the radios has 
been purchased, with spare parts, t 
af a cost of 5100,000. Their value, 
considered in terms 
of 
combat 
efficiency, has proved incalculable. 
The voice radio sets employ fre­ 
quency modulation, and are used 
for communication between mark­ 
ers stationed in the front lines, 
who report the effect of simulated 
artillery fire there, and umpires 
in each artillery battalion head­ 
quarters. 
The FM feature pre­ 
vents interception by other radio 
units in the field, which are rot of 
the FM type. Thus troops cannot 
learn in advance that they are 
about to be fired upon, and the 
vital element of surprise is pre­ 
served. 
One of the advantages 
immediately noted when the radio 
system was tried in 
the 
recent 
Tennessee 
maneuvers 
w as 
the 
effective speed they made possible. 
W ithin an average of 5 minutes 
after battalion umpires broadcast 
the 
fire 
data of the 
batteries 
under their control, the markers 
at the “front" were registering 
the casualties on troops and equip­ 
ment and directing the consequent 
changes in the tactical situation. 
In other words, 
if 
broadcast 
data indicate that assumed artil­ 
lery fire is falling on an enem y in­ 
fantry unit, maneuver rules re­ 
quire a reduction of that unit s 
fire power by 50 per cent- while 
the artilley fire continues. 
The ability to report a result 
like this 
in 
five 
minutes 
has 
dramatized the mission of artil­ 
lery in field exercises, according 
to the importance it would have 
on a real field of battle. 
Artillerymen, from the cannon­ 
eer to the liaison officer with the 
infantry, now* go about their com ­ 
bat assignments 
in 
maneuvers 
with increased zeal and aggres­ 
siveness. 
W hile they do 
not 
hear 
the 
thunder of their guns—blank ar­ 
tillery ammunition is not used in 
maneuvers—all hands know they 
are getting 
results 
that 
show 
plainly on the commanding gen­ 
eral’s situation map. 
The radio, 
roving the battlefield on a truck, 
tells them that. 
Besides the fact that only 40 
per cent of all artillery fire ever 
got marked under the old method. 
there also was a time lag of about 
25 m inutes between simulated fire 
and a report on results. That was 
because the reports were made by 
field telephone. The marker would
